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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicant's arguments, filed on 1/23/2004, with respect to the rejection of claims 
1-2, 4, 9, 1 1, 15, 19-21 and 23 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Yamaha et al. (5,641,993) in view of Applicant Admitted Prior Art (AAPA) have been 
fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the final rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 
Engeler and Takafuji et al. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

1. Claims 1-2, 4, 9, 11, 15, 19-21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Engeler (3,601 ,888) in view of Takafuji et al. (4,746,628). 
Engeler teaches in figure 9 and related text a semiconductor device comprising at least 
one transistor over a substrate comprising a conductive layer (the contact wiring formed 
under layer 40), an interlayer insulating film 41 formed on the conductive layer, a 
contact hole 43 formed through the interlayer insulating film; a wiring (the contact wiring 
formed over layer 43), electrically connected with the conductive layer in the contact 
hole, and an alloy 44 comprising at least one selected from the group consisting of 
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gallium and antimony existing at least in the contact hole between the conductive layer 
and the wiring. (Column 1 1 , lines 43-45). 

Engeler does not teach using aluminum wiring structure in a thin film transistor. 
Takafuji et al. teach in figure 10 and related text a semiconductor device comprising at 
least one thin film transistor over a substrate comprising aluminum wiring connection 
50, 60. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to use the aluminum wiring in Yamaha et al.'s device in a thin film 
transistor, as taught by Takafuji et al, in order to reduce the contact resistance of the 
device by using a conventional wiring material, and in order to use the device in a thin 
film transistor application. 

Note that substitution of materials is not patentable even when the substitution is new 
and useful. Safetran Systems Corp. v. Federal Sign & Signal Corp. (DC Nlll, 1981) 215 
USPQ 979. 

Regarding the claimed limitation of using the wiring structure in a thin film transistor, 
note that the claimed invention must result in a structural difference between the 
claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably distinguish the claimed 
invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of performing the 
intended use, then it meets the claim. See In re Casey, 152 USPQ 235 (CCPA 1967) 
and In re Otto, 136 USPQ 458, 459 (CCPA 1963). Furthermore, a recitation which 
occurs in the preamble is generally not accorded any patentable weight where it merely 
recites the purpose of a process or the intended use of a structure, and where the body 
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of the claim does not depend on the preamble for completeness but, instead, the 
process steps or structural limitations are able to stand alone. See In re Hirao, 535 F.2d 
67, 190 USPQ 15 (CCPA 1976) and Kropa v. Robie, 187 F.2d 150, 152, 88 USPQ 478, 
481 (CCPA 1951). 

Regarding claims 4, 11, 19, 20 and 23, Takafuji et al. teach at least one thin film 
transistor being an active matrix type EL display device formed over a substrate and 
comprising at least a semiconductor region, a gate electrode, a gate insulating film 
interposed there between; and an interlayer insulating film formed over the thin film 
transistor. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2, 4, 9, 11, 15, 19-21 and 

23 have been considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
